Justice Howard Moved by Out- 
rageous Charges Against New 
York City in Regard to Water 
Reservoir---All Things Possi- 
ble, Says Judge, If Frightful 
Grabbing Can Be Stopped. 


Troy, N. Y., December 28.—‘The age 
of patriotism has yielded to the age of 
commercialism, Uppermost in the hu- 
man mind today is not the 
Stripes, but the dollar mark.” 

Such was the declaration of Supreme 
Court Justice Wesley O. Howard, in an 
opinion today reducing the compensa- 
tion of members of a commission ap- 
pointed to appraise damages to proper- 
ty resulting from the construction of 
the Ashokan reservoir in Ulster county, 
which is to furnish a water supply for 
New York city. 

Forty Per Cent Lost in Graft. 

“While the commissions furnish 
avenues for the reckless escape of 
many dollars, there are other channels 
of leakage and waste fully as appall- 
ing.” said Justice Howard. 

“It Is greatly to be regretted that no 
enterprise can be projected and con- 
summated without this appalling loss, 
called ‘graft. Graft is not necessarily 
an illegal expenditure of money, but It 
is that unnecessary wasteful use 
which characterizes the construction 
of every public venture. 

“At least 40 per cent of al] the money 
appropriated for public use is lost in 
graft. <All things could be possible if 


this frightful leak could be stopped— | 


toads, canals, libraries, asylums and 


hesplitals. 
Graft Product of Our Times. 

“Graft is a product of our times and 
institutions. It is the people who are 
responsible. They expect graft, and 
even spoll and booty, to deplete their 
resources whenever any great under- 
taking is ventured by them; and they 
look with complaisance and toleration 
and indifference at ravages upon their 
property. Graft is as much an element 
io be reckoned with in computing the 
cest of a public structure, as is cement 
or lumber. It has come to be a matter 
of course——this rake-off—a loss recog- 
nized by all who make estimates of 
cost in such cases. A public structure 
built honestly would be a freak.”

Brokaw Given a Thorough 
Grilling, and His Ordeal 
Was Enjoyed by His Wife. 
Brokaw Accused Wife 
Going Through His Pockets. 


New York, December 28.—W. Gould 
Brokaw had a bad day of it on’ the 
stand at Mineola, L. 1, today. He.had 
prevtously testified of his attitude of 
fairness toward his wife, who is suing 
for separation with alimony of $60,000 
a year; but today, under skillful 
crogs-examination by her lawyer, he 
was forced to admit that he had ac- 
cused her, in a letter to his mother- 
in-law, of loving another man; of 
drinking too much port wine and of 
smoking cigarettes. 

Broke Into Her Bed Room. 

He also admitted that his secretary, 
Byford, had assisted him in breaking 
down the door of his wife's bedroom 
on one occasion. 

Brokaw was in an 
and forgetful of details. The pretty 
plaintiff, however, was in as light 
humor as her husband’s was dark. 

It became known today that Mrs.

ud Mrs. Horace White, of Syracuse, 
and other friends of Mrs. Brokaw, had 
offered to appear as witnesses in her 
behalf. but counsel for Mrs. Brokaw 
said that he considered his client's 
case sufficiently strong, and  de- 
clined the offer.

Brokaw Defines Drinking Man. 


Brokaw gave his definition of a 
drinking man. He has testified before 
that he does not drink. 

“Can you recall any time when you 
were in what has been called the 
‘trivially exhilarated state?” asked 
Mrs. Brokaw’s lawyer. 

*“l cannot,” replied the witness. 

“When do you think a man qualified 
as a drinking man?” was asked. 

“Well,” said Brokaw, “I would not 
call anyone a ‘drinking man’ who 
takes less than seven or eight drinks 
a day.” 

Then came a letter, the  read- 
ing of which seemed to please the wit- 
ness. it was written to Mrs., Blair, 
Mrs. Brokaw’s mother, in August, 1908, 
Mr. Brokaw identified it, and at his re- 
quest it was marked for the records.

Cordoba, Mexico, December 28.— 
Jose Santos Zelaya declared tonight 
that he is still president of Nicaragua, 
although he may never go back to 
that country to enjoy the privileges 
of the office. Madriz, he asserted, is 
only a prov.sional president and that 
he (Zelaya) has not relinquished the 
executive office. 

He was leaving his country for an 
indefinite period in the hope that af- 
fairs there would quiet down. In sup- 
rort of his declaration he exhibited 
faperg attached to which were gov- 
ernment seals and wibbons. These 
papers, he said, contained the proof of 
the truth of his statement. 

In further support of his claim it 
was pointed out by members of his 
party that the Guerrero floated the 
Nicaraguan flag at her masthead in 
addition to the Mexican flag. 

The reports concerning his wealth, 
Zelaya said, were grossly exaggerated. 
His fortune is not over $2,000,000. 

Zelaya denied today that he was a 
prisoner in the hands of the Mexican 
officials in any sense of the word. 

Mexico, he declared, made no reser- 
vations in granting him permission. to 
board the Guerrero.

Boston. Mass., December 28.—Before 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, Dr. Charles W. 
Stiles spoke on the hook worm disease, 
of which he has made some extensive 
study. He declared that in the United 
States a law of nature was being vio- 
lated when an é€ffort was made to lodge 
different races of men side by side in 
the same area. 

Unnaturel Conditions. 

Dr. Stiles said in part: 

“It is an. unnatural biological condi- 
tion to have two closely-allied species 
of animals living. side by side in the 
Same area. In this country we have 
four races of animal, viz.: The white, 
the red, the yellow and the black man 
—breaking nature’s laws by trying ‘to 
live together.

REFORM COMING 
FOR FOOTBALL 


Radical Revision of the 
Rules Ts Ordered. 


Intercollegiate Association Or- 
ders Such Change of Rules 
as Will Reduce to a Minimum 
the Danger of Injury to the 
Players. 


New York, December 238.—The  iIn- 
tercollegiate Athletic Association 
adopted and submitted to its rules 
committee tonight a resolution call- 
ing for a modification of the foot- 
ball playing rules, whereby the in- 
jury to contestants may be confined 
to a minimum. 

Text of Resolution. 

This is the resolution as introduced 
by Professor E. K. Hall, of Dart- 
mouth, and adopted after three hours 
of acrimonious discussion: 

“That the football rules committee 
of this association be instructed to 
use every possible endeavor to bring 
about such a modification of the rules 
as, in their judgment, shall tend to 
reduce to a minimum the danger of 
physfcal injury to the players, and, at 
the same time, pretain, as far as may 
be possible, the most desirab:e and 
wholesome features of the game.” 

Only three negative votes were 
registered against the resolution, but 
nearly every college in the west had 
something to say concerning it. 

Outsiders Considered. 

The revision of the game was or- 
dered, it is understood, with due con- 
sideration of Yale, Princeton, Cornell 
and a few other institutions which 
are not members of the intercollegiate 
organization. Harvard has joined the 
association, but its representative let 
it be Known that his institution 
would not be bound by the new foot- 
ball rules of the association, a!though 
it would recognize its regulation of 
other minor sports. 

A letter was read from David Starr 
Jordan, president of the Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., university, stating that the 
American game had been abandoned 
there, and that the English cee 
game had been found satisfactory, 
not only to the students, but 
spectators. 

West Point submitted resolutions 
which called for a radical change in 
the playing rules, but these, with 
other resolutions, were substituted by 
the resolution offered by Mr. Hall, of 
Dartmouth. 


Smaller ‘ Colleges Against 
Game. 

It became apparent that the larger 
colleges were in favor of the present 
playing rules, perhaps in a modified 
form, and that the smaller institu- 
tions were violently opposed to them. 

It was the consensus of opinion 
that the rules regulating mass play 
and the running tack'!e, otherwise 
known as the fiying tackle, and play- 
ing through the line would have to 
be done away with. The representa- 
tives of a number of colleges ex- 
pressed themselves not only in favor 
of this, but conveyed the threat that 
they would either adopt a modified 
form of football or would withdraw 
from the association.

Pioneer Citizen Who Has 


Been Claimed by Death.

Anthony Murphy, one of Atlanta’s 
earliest pioneer citizens, and for many 
years a conspicuous figure in the city’s 
business, civic and social life, died at 
St. Joseph’s infirmary yesterday morn- 
ing at 10:20 o'clock, terminating a ca- 
reer of eighty years, which, for pic- 
turesque usefulness, has been seldom 
equaled. His death followed an ill- 
ness of only one week. 

The funeral will take place from the 
residence of Mrs. C. E. Sciple, daughter 
of the deceased, 916 Peachtree street, at 
2 o'clock this afternoon. The body 
will be laid to rest in Oakland ceme- 
tery. Messrs. Frank Rice, John L. Tye, 
Archie Forsythe, J. R. Gray, Frank 
Hawkins, Preston Arkwright and A. J. 
Orme will act as pallbearers. There 
will also be an honorary escort, com- 
posed of a number of the best-known 
business men of the city. 

A Builder of Atlanta. 

Mr. Murphy’s name has long stood 
among those who not only worked 
valiantly, but achieved well in behalf 
of Atlanta, when the town was just 
merging from the blaze of obscurity. 
His was one of the first minds to grasp 
the great possibilities the future held 
for the town, and his were among the 
first brains and hands to begin the 
work which has culminated in making 
the city what it is today. Coming to 
the oify more than sixty years ago, he 
at once began to advocate and to aid 
in every possible manner everything 
that looked to the city’s advancement, 
and until old age forced him to retire 
from active life, he was found ever in 
the van when enterprising souls were 
needed for the city’s betterment. 

A Public Officer. 


Mr. Murphy was doing for the city 
that even in the days of its accomplish- 
ment there was no lack of those to ap- 
plaud. And the applause took tangi- 
ble shape in that to him were given a 
number of the most honored offices 
in the gift of the city. 

Untiring in his efforts in behalf of 
the movement for Atlanta’s first &ys- 
tem of waterworks, he was made prési- 
dent of the first water board. For a 
number of years immediately after the 
close of the civil war, he was a mem- 
ber of the general council, and again 
in the late seventies he sat among the 
city’s fathers. He also served several 
terms as a member of the board of 
county commissioners. His last public 
service was rendered when, two years 
ago, he was appointed a member of a 
board of citizens to look into the con- 
dition of the locel waterworks system.

Mr. Murphy was born in Ireland and 
came to Atlanta more than sixty years

handicap. Theory demands that in 
rural negro localities with anything 
less than good sanitation we must find 
an extensive anemia among the whites, 
and practicai experience bears out this 
theory among the tenant whites of the 
scuth. 

“It is not only foolish, but cowardly, 
to attempt to deny the existing con- 
ditions and pay for a false sense of 
Iccal pride at the price of the lives of 
women and children. Fortunately, the 
better class of thought in the south is 
facing facts and organizing for an ex- 
tensive campaign to improve Sanitary 
conditions. And when the south shall 
win its noble fight against the disease 
the victory will be great and fully re- 
pay the efforts spent upon it.” 

Child Labor in South. 

Dr. Stiles, speaking upon child labor 
in the south, took a position which 
some of his hearers might have judged 
radical. He said: 

“T have never defended child labor as 
an abstract proposition, but when I 
compare child labor and child misery 
upon the soil-polluted one-horse farms 
with child labor under the vastly im- 
proved sanitary conditions in the 
southern cotton milis, I am forced to 
the conclusion that the latter is in- 
finitely better than the former, and if 
it came to a choice between the two 
for my young daughter, now ten years 
old, my duty would compel me to 
choose for her a life In the spinning 
room of the average cottcn mill of the 
south, which I have visited, in prefger- 
ence to a life of toil and misery on the 
avérage unsanitary tenant farms I have 
studied. 

“tT am unable to join in the whole- 
sale condemnation of the south’s cotton 
mills for I recognize in them the best 
friends the tenant whites of the south

In building for Greater Atlanta, the width of the city’s important streets, 
those traffic highways which connect the business section with fesidential 
territory at every point of the compass and extend out into the vast country 
beyond, is a factor which cannot be neglected without much inconvenience 
to commerce and, perhaps, serious financial results. |

As a Marietta citizen put it: “It’s three miles longer, but it’s twenty 
minutes shorter than Marietta street.’ 

There’s the situation in a nutshell; Marietta street has been too often 
tried and found wanting. 

There is but one remedy—WIDEN IT. 

Widen it NOW, while it can be done, instead of waiting until it is 
covered with expensive business structures, when the work, growing more 
imperative every day, can be done only at great cost. 

It can be accomplished as was the widening of Whitehali street from 
Forsyth to the Central railroad tracks, where the property owners on either 
side of the street readily gave five feet to-make more room and to BOOST 
THE VALUB OF THEIR PROPERTY. ‘ 

Just to the extent that Marietta street loses traffic as the result of 
its narrowness, so will it lose trade and so will its abutting property sutfer 
depreciation 

Every foot given, within necessary and reasonable bounds, 
widening of that street, will result in increased property values and the 
speedy upbuilding and improvement of the street until, in trade and traffic, 
it can hold its own with any in the city.

NEAR BEER ACT 


Suggested This May Not 
Restrict the Sale. 


Member of the General As- 

sembly Thinks That Body 
May Have Overlooked a 
Vital Point--Omission Evi- 
de tly Due to Oversight. 


Will the fact that the near beer 


section of the general tax act for 1910 
penalty for violation, re- 
unrestricted sale of that 
points in the state where 
it was not intended by the legisla- 
ture that it should be sold? 

This interesting question is 
by .a well-known member of 
present genera] assemb!y, who calls 
attention to the fact that the near 
| beer section contains no penalty .for 
failure to procure license, and as no 
license can be issued except in cities 
and towns of 2,500 inhabitants or 
more where the only penalty for fail- 
ure would be execution, levy and 
sale, he asks if it is not possible for 
any person to sell the beverage out- 
side of such cities and towns without 
paying any license whatever. 

Discussing the matter, this mem- 
ber of the general assembly said: 

Due to an Oversight. 

“Tt is probable that the genera] as- 
sembly at the session of 1909 provided, 
in effect, that ‘near beer’ and like 
drinks may be sold without let or 
hindrance anywhere in the state ex- 
cept in incorporated: towns and cities 
having a population of 2,500 or more, 
whereas the intention was to do ex- 
actly opopsite. 

“This fact is due to an oversight. 

“The legislature dealt with ‘near 
beer’ in the tax act, and, as to retalil- 
ers, provided: 

““And that every person, 
corporation who shall sell or offer 
for sa'e in quantities of less than 
five gallons any such beverages, drinks 
or liquors referred to in the first 
paragraph of this section (“any bev- 
erage or drink or liquor in imitation 
of or intended as a substitute for beer, 
ale or wine or whisky, or other al- 
coholic, spirituous or malt liquors’’) 
shall first obtain a license so to do 
from the ordinary of the county 
wherein such business is carried on, 
and shall pav for said license the sum 
of three hundred ($300) dollars for 
each calendar year or part thereof, 
for each place of business; provided, 
that no ordinary shall issue any li- 
cense to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to do or carry on such business 
outside of, nor shall any such license 
be construed to give authority to 
any person, firm or corporation to do 
or carry on such business outside of 
the corporate limits of any incorporat- 
ed city, town or village of this state; 
provided, further, that no such li- 
'cense sha-:l] be issued to any one to do 
or to carry on such business in any 
town or city of less than twenty-five

‘nary to issue license for the sale of 
such drinks outside of towns and 
| cities, and says, further, that no lHi- 
cense shall issue to carry on such 
Dusiness in towns or ‘cities of less 
than 2,500 innabitants. 

“If the license cannot issue, the tax 
cannot be required. 

“And any one in the country dis- 
,‘riets or in towns and cities with 
j jess than 2,500 inhabitants, may sell 
| such drinks without paying the li- 
| cense tax, and fear no punishment, 
because, as stated above, no penalty 
for ‘selling without license’ is pro- 
vided. 

“The act approved September 5, 1908, 
dealing with the same question, pro- 
vided a penalty, but it would seem 
On casual consideration that that act 
was repealed by the act of 1909 above 
quoted. 

“Of course, if one should in- 
toxicating ‘near beer,’ he may be 
prosecuted for a violation of the pro- 
hibition act of 1907.”

AFTER STRONG START 
WHEAT CLOSED LOWER 


Chicago, December 28.—Reports of 
unfavorable weather in Argentina 
gave the price of wheat a strong start 
here today, but, because of profit-tak- 
ing, the market declined sharply in the 
final hour of session. Closing quota- 
tions showed net losses of 1-8 to 3-4 
@7-8c. Coarse grain also and pro- 


visions developed considerable weak- 
ness and closed at about the bottom. 

The principal factor responsible for 
the strong Opening in the wheat mar- 
ket was a dispatch telling of frost 
in the southern portion: of Buenos 
Ayres province, where the crop is 
now within two weeks of maturity. 

ports of rain im ether sectfons of 
that country imparted additional 
strength. Demand was general the 
first half-hour, with commission 
houses leading in the buying. Toward 
the. middle of the day, however, sen- 
timent in the pit changed to bearish- 
ness and prices slumped off severely. 
The decline in wheat was precipitated 
by the selling of the December de- 
livery by a prominent cash interest. 
fhis selling resulted in quite gen- 
eral realizing. The heaviness of the 
cash grain here was one of the chief 
reasons for the selling pressure. 
There was almost no demand for the 
cash grain, On account Of the freight 
blockade, which will prevent any 
wheat arriving at elavators in time 
to be made into contract grade for 
delivery on December contracts. Dur- 
ing the day December wheat sold be- 
tween $1.17 1-4 and $1.19 1-2. May 
ranged between $1.10 5-8 and $1.12 3-8. 
The market closed weak at almost the 
lowest point. 

Liquidation by leading holders 
caused weakness in the corn market 
following moderate firmness at the 
start. Shorts were fairly active bid- 
ders for the December delivery at the 
opening and caused an advance of lie 
in that option, but the bulge prompt- 
ed liberal realizing, which soon caused 
a reaction. During the final half of 
the session, the weakness became more 
pronounced, owing partiy to the slump 
in wheat. Prices at the close were 
8-8 to 5-8c below the final figures of 
the previous day

to buying by cash interests’ but the 
market finally vielded to the weak- 
ness Of wheat and corn. Closing quo- 
tations were a shade higher to 1-2e 
lower, compared with yesterday's 
close, 

Provisions at the start were firm 
because of light receipts of live hogs 
throughout the West, but the mar- 
ket soon weakened on liquidation of 
January products. Prices at the close 
were 7 1-2 to 25ec lower.
